The condition of the peach blossoms 
indicates splendid yields and 
while 
the country faces a shortage of grain 
crops the Pennsylvania orchards show 
le e ry promise of a bumper fruit year. 
The prospect 
of a normal peach 
crop at this tim e a year ago was about 
f*3 per cent, but present reports in­ 
dicate that th** crop will be above HP 
per cent 
of 
normal 
for the entire 
state. The percentage, however, will 
Im* greatly increased a t the peach dis­ 
trict in Adams, 
Franklin, Bedford, 
Cumberland and York counties indi­ 
cates a yield of almost 97 per cent 
of normal. This is a remarkable av er­ 
age for this tim** of the year and the 
largest crop ever known in th** his­ 
tory of th** state can be anticipate*! 
if late frost- and posts do not create 
any damage. In Adams, Franklin and 
York counties a I OK per cent crop is 
expected while conditions in Bedford 
county indicate 
a 90 per cent crop 
and in <'umbcrland county a 95 per 
cent crop,

tions to heed the request, so that, a® 
th** bishop says, tho “peace of 
Our 
Lord Jesus Christ may soon come to 
a distracted world.” 
Following is the letter: 
“ To the priests and laity of the Dio* 
cese of H arrisburg: 
“ A crisis has come in the life 
of 
the country. W ar has been declared 
by the supreme authority of the gov­ 
ernment of the United States. 
The 
President, as the responsible head of 
th** nation, calls upon all citizens 
to 
rally in defense of the flag of the Re­ 
public. 
"Before this solemn proclamation 
w’as made, liberty of opinion in re­ 
gard to the questions at issue in tho 
appalling European conflict was 
tho 
right of every man. But now* the only 
proper attitude for any citizen to as­ 
sume 
is a 
patriotic 
loyalty to tho 
regularly constitute*!

cating into the wood. 
T h e finishing floor is laid after tile 
plastering o f lite house Im* been com­ 
pleted. 
The floor is th en planed down 
with a floor planer and given a <**wit of 
bot linseed oil applied freely with a 
mop, so th at th e floor will absorb 
much of the oil. 
The finishing coat of the average 
kitchen ll*h*r consists of a strong o m t 
• if shellac dissolved in methyl alcohol. 
Shellac varnish will stand much m ore 
w ear without showing sjMtts than the 
usual varnishes. 
Considerable time, a t 
least two weeks, should pass l*etween 
the oiling ami shellacing process.
